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Earth  Day  concert  hits

A  crowd  of  students  gathered 
on  :he  South  Campus  quadrangle 
Fnday  to  participate  in  Earth 
Day.  sponsored  by  the  Student 
Activities  Commission,  the  Pro¬ 
gressive  Student  Union  and 
NlASSPIRG. 

The  Earth  Day  activities  began 
errand  1:00  and  lasted  well  into 
the  afternoon.  Bands  like  Hot 
Acoustics ,  Grapevine  Road  and 
Childhood  played  psychedelic, 
rhythm  and  blues  and  avante- 
:^rde  music,  while  students  sat 
GO  the  grass  and  blankets  to 
:sten.  Pamphlets  were  available 
:n  tables,  giving  information  on 
-jje  state's  environmental  pro- 
-.ems  —  including  trash  disposal, 
toxic  waste  sites  and,  mainly,  the 
ssue  of  clean  drinking  water. 

Neil  Drobienere,  the  campus 
NlASSPIRG  coordinator,  cited 
the  dangers  of  water  pollution  in 
Massachusetts,  esapecially  in  the 
Merrimac  Valley  area.  Because 
of  high  levels  of  heavy  metals  and 
other  toxios  in  tnanv  of  the  state  s 
drinking  water  sources,  many 
people  and  businesses  purchase 
bottled  water  because  it  tastes  bet-^ 
ter  and  is  supposedly  cleaner.  Yet 
Tig-iy  brands  of  bottled  water 
h®ve  tailed  purity  tests.  Dro¬ 
bienere  explained. 


Boston  Harbor,  which  supplies 
water  to  communities  as  far  north 
as  Wilmington,  is  the  most 
polluted  harbor  in  the  U.S.  In  the 
mid  seventies,  when  the  federal 
government  offered  to  subsidize 
the  clean-up  of  many  state’s 
polluted  harbors,  Massachusetts 
was  one  of  the  few  which  refus¬ 
ed  help.  Projected  costs  to  clean 
up  Boston  Harbor  will  now  be  up 
to  five  times  more  expensive  than 
it  would  have  been  then,  and 
needless  to  say,  it  is  not  high  on 
the  federal  government’s 
priorities. 

Drobienere,  along  with  the 
Clearwater  Action  Project's 
Director  Amy  Goldsmith  and 
others,  hoped  to  make  students 
more  aware  of  these  and  other 
troublesome  environmental 
realities  in  Massachusetts. 

“Earth  Day”  is  a  tradition 
started  in  1970  by  college 
students  nationwide  who  wanted 
to  make  an  impact  on  the  state’s 
environmental  problems.

Student  Government 
Chambers  dedicated

Don  Gagnon  died  on 
September  12,  1986,  but  he  was 
remembered  again  Tuesday  night 
during  a  reunion  of  family  and 
friends  for  the  dedication  of  the 
Student  Senate  Chamebers  in  his 
name. 

“Gagnon,  23,  was  the  elected 
Vice-President  of  the  ULowell 
Student  Government  Association 
and  he  was  the  President  of  the 
ULowell  Sports  Car  Club  for  his 
second  consecutive  year.”  These 
were  the  words  used  nearly  three 
years  ago  by  Connector  News 
Editor  Erin  Devlin  to  describe 
one  of  her  closest  friends.  Devlin 
was  in  tears  writing  those  words 
for  Gagnon’s  obituary. 

The  news  of  his  fatal  accident 
on  route  495  struck  the  universi¬ 
ty  community  a  heavy  blow. 
Former  Connector  Editor  Pattie 
Cullum  wrote  in  an  editorial, 


“When  I  got  the  call  on  Friday 
afternoon  from  a  friend  telling  me 
that  we  had  lost  a  part  of  our 
family,  it  was  a  total  shock!  My 
first  response  was  why?” 

But  Tuesday  night  the  friends 
who  had  gathered  to  bury  one  of 
their  closest  comrades  joined 
together  in  a  sombre,  yet  hopeful 
ceremony  comemorating  the  life 
of  Don  Gagnon. 

“It  was  a  most  fitting  tribute  to 
Don.  I  hope  the  future  student 
leaders  follow  his  example  of 
determined  and  vigilant  leader¬ 
ship,”  stated  Carol  Cahalane,  the 
out-going  SGA  President. 

Speakers  that  night  included 
Senators  Wayne  DeLuca  and 
David  Whitford,  former  SGA 
President  Steve  Stanganelli,  and 
members  of  the  1986  National 
Collegiate  Leadership  Con¬ 
ference  Team  who  were  very 
close  to  Don.

World  citizens  come  to  ULowell

The  third  annual  International 
Fair  sponsored  by  Northeast  Con¬ 
sortium  of  Colleges  and  Univer¬ 
sities  in  Massachusetts 
(NECCUM)  was  held  Friday, 
April  22,  in  Cumnock  Hall.  An 
estimated  700-750  people  attend¬ 
ed  the  event  throughout  the  day. 

The  purpose  of  the  event  was 
“to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
global  relations  and  understan¬ 
dings  through  celebration  and  in¬ 
teraction,”  according  to  Dr.  Tara 
Elyssa,  executive  director  of 
NECCUM.  That  goal  was  cer¬ 
tainly  acheived  based  on  the 
favorable  responses  of  both 
students  and  faculty  members. 

Father  Tom  Hennigan  of 
NECCUM  feels  the  amount  of 
participation  was  very  encourag¬ 
ing.  “I  was  especially  pleased 


with  the  wide  diversity  of  races 
and  nationalities  which  were 
represented,”  he  said. 

The  focus  this  year  was  on  the 
Caribbean/Hispanic  culture,  but 
many  other  nationalities  were  also 
represented  including  Italian, 
Pakistani,  Irish,  Ethiopian,  Hai¬ 
tian,  African,  Greek,  Jamaican, 
Lebanese,  Indian,  American  In¬ 
dian,  Vietnamese,  Cambodian, 
Islamic,  Chinese,  Nigerian  and 
Cameroonian. 

“Each  culture  has  it’s  own  uni¬ 
que  color  and  spirit  and  when  all 
the  colors  combine  it  forms  a 
beautiful  raindeer”  said  Amit 
Kanodia,  a  coordinator  of  the 
event.  “It  makes  me  happy  to  see 
everyone  share  their  culture  and 
learn  what  each  culture  has  to  of¬ 
fer,”  he  said.

faculty  discussed  the  experiences 
they  had  while  participating  in  an 
intensive  3-week  Spanish 
language  and  culture  institute  in 
the  Dominican  Republic. 

The  audience  had  a  taste  of 
many  different  kinds  of  dance 
ranging  from  Lawrence  High 
School’s  Los  Trinatarios,  who 
performed  various  Latin 
American  dances,  to  a  Greek 
dance  group  —The  Sons  and 
Daughters  of  Alexander  the 
Great,  to  a  traditional  Mohawk 
Indian  dance  performed  by  Chief 
Onke  Tase  and  Maxime 
Gillemantte.

Student  spy 

'•  erne  Lyon  is  not  surprised 
by  the  news  that  the  FBI  spied 
on  college  groups  critical  of 
the  Reagan  administration’s 
Central  American  policy. 

It’s  old  news  to  Lyon,  who 
says  of  the  CIA,  “On  campus, 
I  w  as  their  eyes  and  ears  as  far 
as  the  Vietnam  protests  go.” 
During  his  senior  year  at 
Iowa  State  University,  Lyon 
recalls  spying  for  the  CIA  on 
groups  form  the  Students  for 
a  Democratic  society  to  the 
Young  Republicans.  “Nobody 
suspected  me  (of  being  a  CIA 
spy)  except  the  FBI  spook,” 
the  former  CIA  agent  cracked 
during  a  recent  interview  on 
his  nationwide  tour  of  cam¬ 
puses.  “After  a  while,  we 
even  began  to  alternate  atten¬ 
ding  meetings,  and  then  share 
our  findings.” 

As  it  turns  out,  even  the  CIA 
no  longer  suspects  Lyon  of  be¬ 
ing  a  spy  for  the  CIA.  “Nor¬ 
mally  we  don’t  confirm  or 
deny  employment,  but 
statements  by  Mr.  Lyon  are 
sufficiently  out  of  the  ordinary 
that  we  want  to  set  the  record 
straight,”  said  CIA 
spokeswoman  Sharon  Basso. 
“He  was  not  employed  in  any 
way  by  the  CIA.”' 

The  reason  for  the 
surveillance  appears  to  be 
mood  around  Washington  at 
that  time  that  antiwar  protests 
were  not  really  student 
motivated,  but  instigated  by 
foreign  governments. 


Racism  and  sexism 
at  Gettysburg  College 


(CPS)-Gettysburg  College  in 
Pennsylvania  may  kick  its  frater¬ 
nities  and  sororities  off  campus  in 
May. 

Gettysburg’s  Faculty  Senate 
approved  a  motion  in  mid-April 
to  ask  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
abolish  greek  houses,  saying  they 
encouraged  sexism,  elitism  and 
“demeaned  intellectual  pur¬ 
suits.” 

The  trustees,  college  President 
Charles  Glassick  said,  will  con¬ 
sider  the  motion  at  their  May 
meeting,  and  will  give  campus 
greeks,  who  make  up  63  percent 
of  the  student  body,  a  chance  to 
plead  their  case. 

In  March,  Stanford  University 
officials  gave  greek  organizations 
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Stephen  O’Connor  entertained 
the  crowd  with  his  Irish  fiddle 
solo.

Former  CIA  analyst  on  Central 
America,  David  MacMichael, 
will  discuss  the  role  of  the  Reagan 
Administration  and  a  shadow

The  boys  (and  girls)  in  blue  are 
as  real  a  police  officer  you  will 
find  anywhere.  They  have  all  the 
powers  that  are  granted  to  a 
Massachusetts  police  officer 
under  chapter  90  of  the  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth.  These 
powers  are  from  ticketing  to  the 
powers  of  arreset  but  on  Univer¬ 
sity  property. 

A  few  years  back  the  Campus 
Police  worked  from  a  “desktop 
and  a  sole  radio,”  said  James 
Rowe,  Chief  of  Campus  Police. 
With  the  cooperation  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  and  trustess  this 
department  has  been  refitted  and 
refurbished. 

Communications  Center 

The  Communications  Center  is 
the  state  of  the  art  electronic  heart 
of  ULowelfs  security  system.  In 
the  Ball  Hall  office  eight  closed 
circuit  television  cameras,  an 
elaborate  system  of  intrusion/fire 
alarms,  a  radio  call  box  system 
and  other  components  are 
monitored  24  hours  a  day,  7  days 
a  week.  There  is  also  a  paging 
system  which  can  contact 
everyone  from  the  plumber  to 


members  of  the  EMT  Society 
and  a  printer  which  can  receive 
the  latest  weather  report.  Soon 
the  office  will  be  connected  to  the 
Law  Enforcement  Teletype 
System.  The  LETS  will  allow  the 
Campus  Police  receive  informa¬ 
tion  on  vehicle  registrations, 
stolen  items,  people  and  other 
items.  But  the  main  piece  is  the 
2-way  radio.  As  described  by 
Rowe  the  radio  is  operating  in  a 
three  ring  system.  The  first  is  for 
police  use,  second  -  the  Student 
Escort  Service  and  third  -  the 
EMTs  and  residense  hall  staff. 

Training 

Every  officer  has  gone  through 
a  14  week  training  period 
(Reserve  Intermittent  Training)  at 
the  Northeast  Regional  Police  In¬ 
stitute.  The  officers  are  trained  in 
the  law,  firearms  familiarization, 
trained  as  First  Responders  (a 
step  below  an  EMT)  and  in  other 
aspects  of  police  work.  This 
training  period  includes  a  week¬ 
ly  battery  of  oral  exams,  agility 
tests,  psychological  exams  and 
physical  tests.  Presently  all  new¬ 
ly  hired  officers  will  go  through 
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the  same  basic  police  academy 
that  any  municipal  police  officer 
would  attend.  There  is  also  six 
months  of  in  service  training  at 
the  University.  Officers  also 
receive  specialized  training  in 
handling  rape/assault  cases. 


booking  procedures  and  criminal 
investigation.  All  officers,  in¬ 
cluding  Chief  Rowe,  return  to  the 
Northeast  Regional  Police  In¬ 
stitute  for  40  hours  of  refresher 
training  annually.  ULowell  also 
has  two  officers  which  have  120

hours  of  training  in  crime  scene 
investigation  as  instructed  by  the 
FBI. 

Statistics 

In  1984  the  Campus  Police 
received  6409  call  for  service.  In 
1985  there  was  a  40%  increase, 
up  to  8969  calls.  With  increases 
in  1986  and  87  there  has  been  a 
total  10^  increase  in  calls  over 
three  years.  During  1987,  the 
perpetrator  was  not  related  to  the 
University  community  in  88  of 
100  arresets. 

The  Job 

The  Campus  Police  are  real 
police  officers.  If  the  administra¬ 


tion  and  trustees  deemed  it 
necessary  they  would  carry  guns. 
They  are  here  for  the  safety  of  the 
students  and  the  property  of  the 
state.  If  something  happens  which 
you  think  is  improper  “report  it” 
says  Chief  Rowe.  Without  your 
report  nothing  can  be  done  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  problem.  The  department 
also  has  a  complaint  procedure  in 
place  if  it  is  needed.  There  is  also 
a  file  of  commendations  for  their 
actions.  These  people  have  had 
specialized  training  and  are  there 
to  help  as  their  motto  says 
“Dedicated  to  Serve  Those  who 
Quest  for  Knowledge’’.

The  recent  release  of  Savage  Amusement  by  the 
Scorpions  marks  the  first  new  music  from  the  Ger¬ 
man  metal  band  in  four  years.  Fans  of  the  band  have 
been  w  aiting  on  the  edge  of  their  seats  since  the 
Scorpions’  last  studio  album.  Love  At  First  Sting , 
filled  the  radio  airwaves  with  such  tunes  as  ‘Rock 
You  Like  a  Hurricane,’  and  ‘Still  Lovin’  You.’ 
Some  relief  came  with  the  1985  release  of  World 
Hide  Live,  a  concert  album  featuring  music  from 
the  Scorpions’  last  four  albums.  Since  then, 
however,  we  have  had  nothing  but  rumors  to  re¬ 
mind  us  that  the  band  was  still  alive!  Then,  along 
came  Savage  Amusement1. 

The  album’s  nine  songs  have  a  sense  of  ‘newness’ 
-bout  them,  while  still  maintaining  the  classic  sound

of  the  earlier  music.  The  opening  cut,  ‘Don’t  Stop 
it  the  Top.*  urges  us  to  aim  high  in  whatever  we 
do.  with  lines  like  ‘never  say  never  to  a  challenge,’ 
and  ‘spread  vour  wings,  you’re  gonna  make  it.’ 

Rythm  of  Love,*  and  Passion  Rules  the  Game,’ 
tell  of  the  good  points  of  love  and  lust  respective- 
Next,  we  are  treated  to  a  barrage  of  electronic 
£2i:etr>  brought  to  life  by  guitarists  Matthias  Jabs 
and  Rudolf  Schenber;  while  they  play,  lead  vocalist 
Klaus  Meine  sings  about  the  woes  of  ‘Media 


Overkill.’  The  first  side  ends  with  ‘Walking  on  the 
Edge;’  it  is  a  reminder  of  how  easy  it  is  to  let  your 
emotions  rule  your  life.  Meine  asks  ‘don’t  you  see 
the  bridge  I’ve  built  for  you,’  in  an  effort  to  help 
a  friend  who  is  ‘Walking  on  the  Edge.’  The  Scor¬ 
pions  devotion  to  their  followers  is  preached  in  ‘We 
Let  it  Rock... You  Let  it  Roll.’  Although  the  song 
is  musically  mediocre  (save  for  Jabs’  solo),  the  song 
carries  a  message  which  is  sure  to  go  over  big  in 
concert.  ‘Every  Minute,  Every  Day,’  tells  of  an  ad¬ 
diction  to  love  on  the  run  (consequently  the  name 
of  the  next  song),  which  is  shattered  by  the  stronger 
pull  of  true  love.  ‘Love  on  the  Run’  is  a  rowdy, 
kick-ass  metal  tune  designed  to  get  your  adrenaline 
pumping.  It  is  loaded  with  the  fast-paced  drumm¬ 
ing  of  Herman  Rarebell  (aka  Herman  Z.  German), 
Francis  Buchholz’  bass  slapping,  and  guitar  riffs 
from  Jabs  and  Schenber.  The  vocals  are  rushed,  and 
they  basically  tell  of  the  lustful  desires  felt  by  a  rock 
star  on  the  road.  In  true  Scorpion  tradition,  the 
last  song  is  a  ballad.  It  seems  that  Klaus’  woman 
has  left  him,  so  he  is  asking  her  for  another  chance. 
This  is  a  Scorpions  masterpiece!  Meine’s  voice  is 
superb  and  the  band  is  perfect  behind  him.  The 
chorus  goes:  ‘baby  our  love  will  find  a  way,  as  long 
as  we  believe  in  love.’  Lyrics  like  this,  and  albums 
like  Savage  Amusement  help  keep  thousands  of  fans 
all  over  the  world  believing  in  the  Scorpions.

Ho  Hum,  More  Drug  Wars

In  1984,  Nancy  Reagan  lanuched  her  “Stop  the 
Madness”  campaign,  urging  all  grade  school  and  high 
school  students  to  just  say  no.  Her  heart  bled  for  those 
young  victims  of  a  crime  world  gone  wild  during  the  seven¬ 
ties;  if  she  could  persuade  one  student  out  of  a  thousand 
to  avoid  drugs,  she  said,  she  felt  she  would  have  done 
her  job. 

It  is  too  bad  her  husband,  standing  by  her  side  through 
this  crusade,  didn’t  do  his.  Almost  simultaneously,  he  cut 
federal  funding  to  drug  rehabilitation  centers.  The  help 
promised  to  schools  for  drug  awareness  programs  vanish¬ 
ed  after  he  was  re-elected. 

One  wonders  if  the  Reagans  were  talking  to  the  right 
group  of  people  to  begin  with.  After  all,  a  survey  in  1982 
reported  that  the  use  of  marijuana  and  other  drugs  by  peo¬ 
ple  under  21  had  dropped  about  20  per  cent.  Although 
marijuana  use  is  still  prevalent  among  many  high  school 
students,  alcohol-about  which  the  Reagans  have  been 
even  more  silent  than  than  they  have  about  AIDS-  is  even 
more  a  problem  for  teens  and  college  students. 

Perhaps  Nancy  should  have  been  carrying  her  Just- 
Say-No’s  to  high-rise  apartments  and  condos  in  Manhat¬ 
tan;  up  until  very  recently,  cocaine  was  a  commodity 
available  only  to  those  who  could  afford  Mercedes  and 
Pierre  Cardin  ties.  Let’s  face  it;  if  there  simply  were  no 
market  in  this  country  for  drugs,  noone  would  bother  try¬ 
ing  to  sell  them  here. 

We  cannot  expect  junior  high  kids  or  even  the  police 
to  take  on  the  burden  of  combating  drugs;  they  are  not 
the  ones  who  brought  them  here  in  the  first  place.  The 
U.S.’s  constant  and  often  illegal  interference  with  Cen¬ 
tral  and  South  America  has  doubtless  eased  dealers’ 
abilities  there  to  make  contacts  and  exports  to  Americans. 
The  result:  more  drug  traffic,  a  drop  in  the  price  of  co¬ 
caine,  and  the  greater  availability  to  the  general  public. 
A  wonderful  example  of  trickle-down  theory  and  supply- 
side  economics. 

So  why  should  the  drug  crisis  be  such  a  shock  to  us? 
A  history  teacher  here,  a  sensitive  and  insightful  man,  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  material  wealth  now  enjoyed  in  this  country 
has  not  made  us  happy.  We  are  more  stressed  ana 
suicidal  than  ever;  perhaps  we  have  returned  to  the  times 
when  housewives  took  little  amphetamine  tablets  to  perk 
them  up,  and  when  cocaine,  rather  than  caffeine,  gave 
Coca  Cola  its  pep  as  well  as  its  name. 

Or,  more  likely,  we  never  left  those  times.  Even  the  drug 
guru  of  the  sixties,  Timothy  Leary,  recently  conceded  on 
a  talk  show  that  drug  problems  have  always  been  with 
us,  only  now  the  stakes  are  much  higher  than  the  occa¬ 
sional  Dead  Head  who  pops  a  bad  tablet  jof  LSD.  His  ad¬ 
vice  to  everyone-kids  and  police  and  yuppies  alike-  to  do 
what  Nancy  says.  “But,”  he  added,  “don’t  be  an  impolite 
Republican.  Say,  ‘No  thankyou.’” 

Easy  for  you  to  say,  Tim.  In  the  mean  time,  we  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  listen  to  Nancy  insist  that  we  need  tougher  pro¬ 
secution  of  drug  dealers-that  is  indisputable.  And  even 
as  she  speaks,  her  husband  continues  to  meddle  in  Latin 
affairs,  and  we  will  continue  to  hate  tips  of  the  iceberg 
like  Manuel  Noriega  when  they  come  to  the  surface.  Let’s 
not  continue  to  be  distracted  by  the  symptoms  of  the  pro¬ 
blem,  but  look  for  the  cause.

The  early  morning  sun  succumb¬ 
ed  to  clouds  as  the  Marist  crew 
scratched  the  first  race.  The 
women’s  novice  four  swept  by 
the  cheering  crowds  to  capture 
the  first  Lowell  victory  of  the  day 
with  a  time  of  9:08.  Then  the 
men’s  novice  eight  launched  a 
battling  effort  against  the  Marist 
crew  and  emerged  winners  set¬ 
ting  a  staggering  pace  for  their 
fellow  oarmates. 

Despite  heavy  defeats  the 
ULowellcrew  managed  to  hold  on 
to  their  positive  attitudes.  The 
men’s  lightweight  crew  gave  an 
outstanding  performance  as  they 
battled  two  Marist  crews  neck 
and  neck  down  the  2000m 
course,  only  to  finish  .07  seconds 
behind  Marist.

Though  the  majority  of  races 
were  won  by  Marist  the  varsity 
men  have  maintained  their  5-1 
winning  streak.  ‘They  take  no 
prisoners, ’spouted  a  defeated 
Marist  rower  after  the  grueling 
race. 

The  over  cast  skies  and  chill¬ 
ing  winds  blew  as  the  men’s 
novice  B  boat  traversed  the  Mer¬ 
rimack,  paced  by  the  virgin 
stroke  Doug  Murphy.  ‘It  was  a 
tough  race,  but  we  wanted  it  and 
we  finished,’  gritted  Murphy  who 
managed  to  keep  the  stroke 
despite  a  defaulted  slide.

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School 

Volunteers 

School  Volunteers  for  Lowell 
(SVL)  provides  a  vital  link  bet¬ 
ween  the  public  school  system  the 
the  greater  Lowell  community. 
Beginning  its  fourth  year  in  ser¬ 
vice  to  the  public,  the  SVL  pro¬ 
gram  continues  to  demonstrate  its 
effectiveness  in  strengthening  stu¬ 
dent  academic  achievement  by  in¬ 
volving  broad  spectrum  of 
Lowell’s  population  -  parents, 
senior  citizens,  university  and 
high  school  students,  and  other 
community  members  -  in  the 
education  of  students  in 
classrooms  all  over  the  city. 
Goals:  SVL  has  five  goals: 

1 .  Increase  the  involvement  of  the 
community  in  Lowell  public 
schools; 

2.  Recruit,  train  and  replace 
volunteers  in  schools  for  specific 
priority  areas  of  the  curriculum; 

3.  Demonstrate  benefits  to 
students  in  these  priority  areas; 

4.  Meet  the  needs  of  both  par¬ 
ticipating  school  personnel  and 
volunteers;  and 

5.  Expand  the  number  of  par¬ 
ticipating  schools  annually  in 
response  to  principal  and  teacher 
requests. 

In  1986-87,  SVL  brought  261 
volunteers  into  the  Lowell  Public 
Schools.  153  volunteers  were 
recruited,  trained  and  placed  in 
Lowell  classrooms,  committing 
themselves  to  serve  two  hours, 
twice  per  week.  Of  the  153 
volunteers,  75  were  ULowell 
students,  42  were  parents  with 
children  in  public  schools,  15 
were  Lowell  High  School 
Students,  and  the  remaining  21 
were  members  of  a  broad  range 
of  community  groups  -  senior 
citizens,  business  and  govern¬ 
ment  organizations.  19  schools 
requested  and  received  volunteer 
replacements.  On  November  13, 
1986,  “Community  Reader 
Day”  brought  an  additional  72 
community  business,  civic,  and 
cultural  leaders  to  enter  Lowell’s 
160  Kindergarten,  1st,  2nd,  and 
3rd  grade  classrooms  to  read 
along  and  encourage  young 
readers.  Another  SVL  program, 
the  1987  clebration  of  Student 
Art,  gave  young  artists  from  22 
public  and  two  parochial  Lowell 
schools  the  opportunity  to  display 
examples  of  various  artistic 
media.  Planning,  hanging,  and 
gallery  sitting  at  the  Art  celebra¬ 
tion  involved  36  volunteers.  An 
estimated  3500  spectators,  rang¬ 
ing  from  parents,  teachers, 
students  and  community  art 
lovers  visited  this  two  week  long 
event  at  Lowell’s  Pollard 
Memorial  Library. 

School  Volunteers  for  Lowell  is 
a  coordinated  volunteer  program 
that  was  initiated  in  the  Fall  of 
1984  in  response  of  a  Lowell 
Model  for  Educational  Ex¬ 
cellence  recommendation  to  in¬ 
crease  community  participation  in 
Lowell  Public  Schools.  A  joint 
project  of  the  Lowell  Public 
Schools  and  ULowell’ s  College 
of  Education’s  Center  for  Field 
Services  and  Studies,  SVL  has 
been  supported  primarily  by 
grants  from  the  Theodore  Edson 
Parker  Foundation,  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Lowell,  School/College 
Collaborative  grants  from  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Regents, 
and  Lowell-area  businesses.

The  program’s  focus,  as  its 
name  suggests,  is  the  study  of  the 
development  of  American  socie¬ 
ty  and  its  culture.

The  major  enables  students  to 
develop  tools  with  which  to  deal 
with  people,  institutions,  tradi¬ 
tions,  and  new  ideas.  Students  in 
American  studies  believe  that  a 
interdisciplinary  approach  is 
necessary  for  understanding  the 
relationship  between,  let  us  say, 
democracy  and  technology,  the 
individual  and  society,  tradition 
and  change,  family  and  work, 
domestic  and  foreign  affairs, 
minorities  and  the  majority. 

The  major  is  rooted  in  the 
Liberal  Arts,  but  students  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  acquire  basic 
business  and  computer  skills,  and 
to  undertake  a  field  experience  in 
a  profession  of  one’s  choosing. 
Practical  skills  combined.with  the 


demands  made  upon  students  by 
the  major  to  read,  think,  and 
write  with  a  high  level  of  ex¬ 
cellence  prepare  Amnerican 
studies  majors  for  the  challenges 
of  American  life. 

Although  our  American  studies 
graduates  are  not  as  famous  as 
Yale’s  Tom  Wolfe  or  Gerry 
Studds,  they  have  pursued  a 
variety  of  careers  with  great  suc¬ 
cess.  Graduates  who  have  entered 
business  are  executives,  technical 
writers,  sales  managers,  and  pro¬ 
duct  managers;  others  have  gone 
into  public  relations,  the  media, 
film  making,  government  ser¬ 
vice;  become  lawyers,  ministers, 
teachers,  college  professors,  and 
successful  parents.
